| Philosophy of the Court |

As will be shown, it is not possible to gen- 
eralize to any large extent regarding the phi- 


losophy that actuates the various members of ‘ 


tbe court. Such conclusions as seem justi- 
fied by the record are given in the course of 
the following review: 

It should be borne in mind that when Jus- 
tice Clarke, a Wilson appointee, resigned from 
the bench to devote his time to furthering the 
cause of the League of Nations, the court lost 
one of its leading exponents of liberalism. This 
loss, apparently, has been repaired to some 
extent by the appointment of Justice Sanford. 

Of the other new members, Chief Justice 
Taft is generally accounted a conservative, al- 
though some of his opinions indicate a sym- 
pathetic slant in the other direction. Justices 
Sutherland and Butler, on the face of their 
records before and since becoming members 
of the court, lean to the conservative side, the 
latter markedly so. 

When Justice Butler was appointed it was 
widely predicted that he would prove a highly 
reactionary element. The record of his service 
is not yet extended enough to show whether 
or not this estimate is correct. 

The fact that the court is nominally Re- 

publican by a large majority has no signifi- 
cance in relation to its attitude toward social | 
and economic questions. As it happens, both | 
Justice Butler and Justice McReynolds—the 
latter a pronounced conservative—are labeled

A decision in another notable labor case | 


followed shortly, on Dec. 9, 1921. This was 
) the much-discussed case of Truax vs. Corrigan, 
, involving the validity of an Arizona statute 
) protecting strike pickets against criminal pros- 
| ecution. The law was held unconstitutional by 
1° vote of 5 to 4. Justices Holmes, Pitney, 
, Clarke and Brandeis dissented. 

Truax, the plaintiff in the appeal to the 
‘Supreme Court, ran a restaurant at Bisbee, 
) Ariz. The defendants were cooks and waiters 
‘who, while on strike, paraded before his place 
of business, 
people to-stay away. Asa result of this picket- 
ing his daily receipts were said to have dwin- 
dled from $156 to $75 
Court held that under the State law the pickets 
were immune from the criminal action brought 
by Truax. 

Upsetting this finding, the United States 
Supreme Court, Chief Justice Taft speaking 
for the majority, held that the State law vio- 
lated the fourteenth amendment to the Federal 


Constitution by depriving Truax of his profita, 


without due process of law. . 
In an interesting dissenting opinion, Justice 
Holmes uttered a warning against the ‘‘dan- 
) gers of a delusive exactness in the application 
‘ of the fourteenth amendment.” 
) “There is nothing that I more deprecate,” 
| said Justice Holmes, ‘“‘than the use of the 
‘fourteenth amendment beyond the absolute 
‘compulsion of its words to prevent the making 
“of social experiments that an important part 
‘of the community desires, in the insulated 
chambers afforded by the several states, even 
‘though the experiments may seem futile or 
‘even noxious to me and to those whose judg- 


{ ment I most respect.”’

“Believing as I do,” said Justice 
Clarke, ‘‘that the doctrine * * * giv- 
ing weight to the instincts and ha- 
bitual conduct of children of tender 
years is a sound doctrine, calculated 
to make men more reasonably con- 
siderate of the safety of the chil- 
dren of their neighbors, than will 
the harsh rule which makeg tres- 
passers of little children which the 
court is now substituting for it, I can- 
not share in setting aside the verdict 
of the jury in this case, approved by 
‘the judgment of two courts.” 

“Infamous Punishment.” 


The long-pending suit of the Gov- 
ernment against the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway Co. to compel dissolu- 
tion of its merger with the Cen- 
tral Pacific, was decided adversely 
to the railroad on May 29, 1922. 
The Court held that the Southern 
Pacific violated the antitrust laws 
by swallowing the smaller line. Jus- 
tice Day spoke for the Court. Jus- 
tice McKenna dissented, while Jus- 
tices Brandeis and McReynolds had 
no part in the case. 

Coronado Coal Case. 

The celebrated Coronado coal case 
was decided June 5, 1922. There 
was no dissent from the opinion of 
the court given by Chief Justice 
Taft. The Court voiced the signif- 
icant doctrine that the labor unions, 
even though unincorporated, are 
suable and their strike finds sub- 
ject to execution. 

In this case an Arkansas jury had 
given a verdict of $200,000 damages 
for the alleged destruction of prop.- 
erty of the Coronado company by 
Strikers. This amount was trebled 
by the trial court under the anti- 
trust laws, and interest and counsel] 
fees were added, so that by the 
time the suit was finally argued be- 
fore the Supreme Court the judg- 
ment, which was against-the United 
Mine Workers of America, stood at 
$750,000. 

Netwithstanding the finding of 
the Supremé Court as to the Mabil- 
ity of unions to be sued, the Court 
found in the case at issue that 
the evidence was not sufficient to 
convict the miners of a conspiracy 
to restrain interstate commerte in 
violation of the Sherman act. It 
therefore reversed ‘the monetary 


| dissented. 


Singh Thind, decided Feb, 19, 1923, 
the Court held that a high-caste 
Hindu of full Indian blood is not a 
white person in the meaning of the 
naturalization statute. The opinion 
was by Justice Sutherland. None 


By a close decision, the Court on 
April 9, 1923, invalidated the mini- 
mum wage law of the District of Co- 
lumbia, holding that it interfered 
with freedom of contract. 
Sutherland gave the opinion of the 
majority. Chief Justice Taft and 
Justice Sanford dissented in one 
opinion and Justice Holmes in an- 
other. Justice Brandeis, because of 
his advocacy of minimum wage leg- 
islation while a practicing lawyer, 
took no part in the determination of 
the case. 

Assuming Justice Brandets to have 
been favorable to the district law, 
the decision was virtually one of the 
5-to-4 findings which have so often 
characterized important suits.

OK FOR GOOD 1924 


Discusses Situation With East-

While in Syracuse, Vesper deliver- | 
ed an address before the Syracuse 
Chamber of Commerce, in which he 
outlined the policies of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce during the 


past two years and the details of the 
$87,000,000 bond issue. 

After spending three days in Syra- 
cuse, Mr. and Mrs;.. Vesper drove 
from Syracuse to Northern New 
York in a 1924 Buick seven-passen- 
ger sedan. Their tour through New 
. York covered all of the important 
cities in that State and then north 
and east into New England through 
Buttonwoods, Poland Springs down 
to Boston, via Portland and then 
west through Southern New York 
up to Rochester, Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Detroit and Flint. 

While touring, Vesper had an ex- 
cellent opportunity to look over the 
automobile situation. 

“There has been a decline in the 
demand for open cars throughout 
|New York and the New England 
States, as early winter conditions are 
already at hand,” says Vesper, ‘‘but 
the demand for closed models of ev- 
‘ery make is far ahead of the pos- 
sible supply. 
| “The dealers in that section are 
in much better shape so far as their 
stock of used cars is concerned, as 
compared with a year ago, although 
at the present time, the used car 
business is practically dead. 

“Dealers are generally optimsitic 
over prospects for business during 
the winter and spring. There is no 
expectation on the part of the deai- 
er of further price declines, neither 
is there any anticipation of ad- 
vances. The general prevailing 
opinion seems to be that prices have 
stabilized and will maintain their 
present level for 1924. 

“For the first time in many years, 
there does not seem to be any look- | 
ing forward by the dealers to the an- 
nouncement of something new, and 
| unusual, at the New York show in 
January. 

“Throughout the East and North- 
east, the discussion of the merits of 
four-wheel brakes and their advan- 


tages over regular rear whee’ €qu:- 
ments only has proven to be a busi- 
ness stimulant and has reacted very 
favorably on sales. With optimism 
all along the line, it is not unrea- 
sonable to predict that the 1924 sea- 
son will be a good year for the au- 
tomobile industry. 

“This tour brought out the strik- 
ing need there is for some move-| 
ment to bring about uniformiiiy in 
road signs and traffic signals. No 
two states have the same kind of 
signs marking their romds and no 
two cities, even those in the same 
state, use the same traffic lights or 
signals. For instance, in New York 
City the traffic towers flash red for 
warning, then green for stop and 
white for forward. Other cities 
flash white for warning, red to stop | 
and green to go ahead, while still | 
others may have only red and green 
signals.”’ 

“In some cities it is proper to pass 
in front of the traffic officere in| 
turning corners, but in the next you 
are very likely to be reprimanded 
unless you go behind them.”

| WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. 
Riley of St. 


Louis, who has been here 
in attendance at the national con- 
vention of the Investment Bankers’ 
Association, asserted today that frem 
five to 10 years would be required to 
overcome the home shortage in those 
parts of the West and Middle West 
where housing facilities are most in- 
adequate. Riley said architects as 
well as bankers shared this opinion. 

“Business growth has called for 
more business structures, along with 
the tremendous demand for new 
homes. Our cities are growing in 
size. There is always a steady in- 
crease in population. Also, there is 
a gradual drift from the rural dis- 
tricts to the industria] centers. Cities 
like St. Louis attract thousands from 
the villages and towns by the lure of 
higher wages in factories and mills. 

“This influx to the cities is increas- 
ing the need for housing facilities. It 
is not possible to say when this ris- 
ing demand will be. fully met. The 
general demand for buildings, to pro- 
jvide both living and business accom- 
modations, an outstanding factor 
in general business progress in the 
Mississippi Valley. The building in- 
dustry is contributing in a large de- 
|ree to the heavy spending power of 
ithe people. Money spent for mate- 
'rials and labor goes out into the 
|channels of trade in a variety of 
| ways, and helps to swell the total 
‘volume. Banks reflect in a remark- 
lable degree this larger activity in 
ithe construction. field.”

Charies Richet, professor of physiol- 
ogy in the University of Paris, is blazing 
the trail for those hardy pioneering scien- 
tists who are now exploring the border- 
land of the senses.

Setting aside as untenable the proposi- 
tions that these phenomena could be ac- 
counted for by fraud, chance or spiritual- 
ism, Dr. Richet made this significant as- 
sertion: 

“The fourth proposition is neither an 
explanation nor a hypothesis, but is a sim- 
ple enunciation of the fact, which is con- 
firmed in a startling manner by experi- 
ment, that the occurrences of the external 
world, even when they do not affect our 
sense organs, can still influence our con- 
sciousness. By what channels I do not 
know, but the fact is there. Reality comes 
to us and then the reality takes a symbolic 
form, as in a dream. The unconscious 
part of Mme. Guerin is warned that Mme. 
Lann is dead, and in order to bring this 
fact to the conscious personality of Mme. 
Guerin her unconscious self imagines a 
dream. Hence comes the innumerable 
variety of these symbolic dreams, which all 
tend to the same result—a knowledge of 
reality, even though this knowledge ar- 
rives by mysterious and unknown chan- 
nels. 


“But however important these observa- 
tions, which would suffice alone by their 
number and precision to make us admit 
that we are endowed with a hidden form of 
sensibility, which I cayy crytesthesia, there 
is a whole mass of still stronger evidence 
to demonstrate its existence. 

“We may consider the experimental data 
under two heads: (1) Those observed in 
the hypnotic state, or in the so-callg#Spir- 
itualistic trance; (2) those which have 
been observed in normal individuals. Both 
sets of experiments are equally valid and 
lead us to the conclusion that, in addi- 
tion to ordinary sensation, there. exists a 


mysterious hidden sensibility—a cry ptes- 


thesia.” 

The distinguished French physiologist 
cited several instances in which persons in 
full consciousness had shown a mysterious 
knowledge of events happening at a great 
distance from them and he told of others 
who had the seeming clairvoyant power 
of reading sealed letters. He also told of 
the experiments with Mrs. Piper, an Amer- 
ican medium. 

“Tt is true,” he said, ‘‘that 
in Mrs. Piper’s cape an eX- 
planation has been given 
which I do not consider le- 
gitimate. The facts are un- 
deniabve. But instead of 
supposing, as I have done, 
that it is the uncoygscious in- 
telligence of Mfs. Piper 
which has obtained this 
knowledge by channels at 
present unknown to us, Ol- 
iver Lodge, R: Hodgson and 
even Myers, have preferred 
to assume that a human per- 
sonality—that of @ dead 
person, @& spirit—has under- 
gone incarnation in Mrs. 

Piper, and speaks by her 
voice, writes by her hand 
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and thinks by her thought. This is the 
spiritualistic theory, which I cannot ac- 
cept, even though if this special case it 
seems to furnish a very convenient and 
satisfactory explanation.”’ 

Dr. Richet recounted other examples of 
mystifying clairvoyance, including cases 
under his own observation, in which in- 
stant information of the assassination of 
Queen Draga of Serbia and of Jaures, the 
great French orator, were conveved to per- 
sons along distance from tt scenes of 
these tragedies. He also told of the un- 
canny power of Stephen Ossovietzky, a 
Russian, in reading the contents of sealed 
letters. Of one of the tests he said: 

‘‘My illustrious friend, Sarah Bernhardt, 
sends a sealed letter to Warsaw which I 
keep carefully from the moment the post- 
man delivers it to me until I give it to 
Ossovietzky, who feels it, presses it in every 
direction while Geley watches him assidu- 
ously, and says: ‘Life appears humble 
to us because it is (a word so French that 
I cannot read it—a word of eight letters).” 
Sarah Bernhardt had written: ‘Life ap- 
pears beautiful to us because we know it 
to be ephemeral.’ I have made drawings 
which Stephen has reproduced faithfully. 
One paper he was able to read was inclosed 
in a leaden tube. Another time I wrote the 
word ‘thou’ on a paper which I rubbed into 
a little ball in my hand. Ossovietzky 
reads: ‘Thou.’ No cheating had been pos- 
sible. I am as certain of that as of my 
own existence, and in order to assert my 
faith I should not hesitate to condemn 
a man to death on the strength of it. When 
a jury condemns a man to death they have 
less certainty than I have of the genuine- 
ness of my experiments. 

“The access to our subconscious intelli- 
gence of these mysterious vibrations is an 
unusual phenomenon, but it is a phenom- 
enon which is not in contradiction to any- 
thing,’’ said Dr. Richet. “It is a new 
truth, that is all. And this new truth is 
wonderfully in agreement with the amaz- 
ing notions which modern physics opens to 
us. At this moment I cannot hear any 
concert in this hall, nor do you. You

And you ought to 
seen the way I was striking ’em out in the game last 
Saturday. We play every Saturday and some of 
these bozos can sure swing a wicked bat.

Let no honest dreamer convince our people that 
machinery has taken the place of men, or that any 
engine of war can outdo the human animal.

Whatever auxiliary methods may be em- 
ployed——strategical, tactical, mechanical or moral— 
the final method is the physical encounter with bul- 
let and bayonet.

fundamenta! principles. 

And so, as darkness settles on this day of conffiet, 
out from the woods and farmhouses come the dough- 
boy with his pack, the field artilleryman, the en- 
gineer, etc., and on the column marches over a hun- 
dred-mile front to close in mortal contbat. 

Like the British cavalry in Palestine, our cavalry 
had splendidly vindicated itself. The airplane had 
not replaced but had merely supplemented the cav- 
alryman’s activities and broadened the scope of his 
usefulness.

The air flivver, when developed 
sufficiently, is expected to become 
a craft popular with suburban 
residents. In the St. Louis territory, for 
instance, men owning!homes some miles 
out in the county could escape the crush 
on the highways by flying into the city 
and back home. This, of course, would 
necessitate some landing place in the 
city. Ample space for stopping and 
starting from home also would be re- 
quired, it is hardly necessary to point 
out. ’ 

The fact seems to be that starting and 
stopping space is the chief considera- 
tion. Were that problem solved. the 
rest would be comparatively easy. The 
inventors have not contrived, as yet, an 
aircraft that is able to get up into the 
air and get down onto the ground again 
without using up a very considerable

It is true that young Lawrence Sperry 
managed to take the air from Lindell 
boulevard when in St. Louis, but the 
aviator had special police protection for 
his hop-off runway, and the whole mat- 
‘ter was simply a stunt. Sperry’s feat 
of making a landing in the corner of 
Forest Park and “taxi-ine’’ to the door 
of the Hotel Chase tikewise was a stunt, 
but it showed the future possibilities 
of the airplane flivver. Later, in a 
plane of the same type and size, an avi- 
ator made a safe landing in Riverside 
Drive. in New York City, after one at- 
tempt that was more than half a failure. 

Enthusiasts in aerial flivvertzation 
aver that by the time the smal! plane 
with a tinv engine is developed to the 
point where it will be in demand for 
cemmuters’ and sportsmen's uses it will 
he able to take off and alight within a 
|‘ength or so. 

The main thing just now is that earn- 
est experimenters are at work in several 
-ountries and that they have achieved a 
-urprising progress toward the success- 
ful air flivver. 

At the recent tests in Engiand at the 
Lympne airdrome, when the Duke of 
Sutherland and a London newspaper 
cave prizes for light airplanes showing 
superior points, 18 machines were en- 
tered. Not one of them was allowed to 
have an engine exceeding seven and a 
half horsepower, and it was instructive 
to see how each designer approached the 
problem of that power limitation. Some 
frankly attempted the production of a 
very light machine, to fly with a mini- 
mum of,mechanical effort, while others 
‘devoted their attention more to a gen- 
‘eral utility machine which any future 
|“owner-pilot” will find easy to run, 
i durable in service and handy in size. 

Handiness on the ground was one 
‘test. All the machines passed the trans- 
| port test, the main features of which 
| were the ability of the airplanes to pass 
‘through a 10-foot gateway: not to oc- 
|} cupy more than seven feet six inches of 
'road width, and to be capable of being 
wheeled a mile by two men. Three 
+hours were allowed for this test, and 
the speed with which the machines were 
reduced from flying trim to the trans- 
port stage was particularly noted. 

“The Vickers Viget, a biplane of 25 
feet span, a leneth of 17.3 feet and a 
wing area of 200 square feet, with a 
“36c.c. twin Douglas engine, must be 
2warded the honors from the spectator’s 
point of view in this connection,” says a 
writer in the London Times. “I timed 
the operations on this machine, and it 
took two and one-half minues to get it 
ready for housing in its small shed. The 
secret lies in wings which fold back, and 
in self-locking pins, working on the 
‘umbrelia-catch’ principle. No other 
machine approached its speed,.but the 
machine is not particularty light, and is 
really a quite conventional airplane, de- 
signed more for general work than any 
special economy performance. It is a

*“Next to the Viget in handiness came 
the De Haviland 53, one of the neatest 
machines on the airdrome. This is also 
designed as a utility machine,- with a 
cood turn of speed.

“As a cantilever monoplane the Wrer 
has no supporting wing struts, and its 
37-foot span wings were detached in 
three minutes. Supports have been de- 
signed for placing the two halves of 
the wing on the fuselage, but as nearly 
three hours were available to transport 
everything a mile these were not used. 


ron Leader M. Wright. the Air Ministry 
test pilot, with Flight-Lieutemant W. H. 
Longton, made three trips, a procedure 
adopted by some of the other ‘entrants 
of monoplanes. The tail plane of the 
Wren is left in situ, and as it is seven 
feet five inches wide there was just half 
an inch to spare on each side when pass- 
ing the road test. Its clean design—

“Another monoplane which runs it 
close is the A. N. E. C. machine, though 
this design has two outside struts under 
each wing.

Blackburn en- 
gine, mounted upside down to secure 
streamline throughout. The main plane 
is mounted a little above the fuselage, 
and the pilot drops in through a hole 
in the plane and shuts a celluloid flap 
after him. There ts more reom inside 
than one would imagine, and the result! 
is a perfectly clean and unbroken top 
surface to the wing, fixed flaps having 
been made to cover the aileron hinge 
gaps. Beyond the struts already men- 
tioned and the under carriage wheel! 
there is nothing outside the fuselage ex- 
cept an inch or so of elevator rod and 
a few inches of control cable to the rud- 
der. The wheels are novel: they are 
built up of three-ply wood with a leath- 
er tread, and weigh half.a pound less 
than a much smaller wheel and tire of 
the ordinary pattern. It took seven min- 
utes to dismount the wings.

It has already shown 
itself very efficient in the air.

tracer and take their toll, but one bomb 
exploding in a battery may kill or dis- 
able every cannoneer serving the unpro- 
tected pieces if the airman can but drop 
his bomb with accuracy. 

Then is heard a sound unlike all 
others—the whine of a falling bomb 
containing liquid. Bursting among the 
guns with a noise which is half explo- 
sion, half splash, a dense white cloud 
rolls along the ground—Gas! Dropped 
for the first time from airplanes. In 
spite of agreements, conventions, trea- 
ties express or implied, the enemy has 
resorted to this, the most dread of all 
weapons. Gas will claim more victims 
than any other agency. The roar of 
field pieces ceases and men struggle 
madly to get into gas masks which the 
Chemical Warfare Service has so wisely 
provided, but through the clothing of 
the men the deadly fumes filter and the 
flesh is stricken as if by liquid fire. 
Through the forest roll the terrifying 
fumes, but the front lines are safe, for 


earth, concentrate the sun’s rays and 
fuse cannon, detonate powder magazines 
thousands of miles away and terminate 
war by utter annihilation of person- 
nel and material is heard no longer;
